When the bill 
came up for final passage Mr. Broome 
in making the final stand, character­ 
ized it as being “the last round to 
plunder the public building fund.” 
The bill was killed by a vote of 46 
to 47, with twenty-seven absentees. 
Deer Season Is Fixed. 
As passed finally amendments to 
the state game law fix the deer sea­ 
son from Nov. 15 to Dec. 15 and the 
quail season from Nov. 15 to Jan. 15, 
in 
place of Feb. IO. 
Non-resident 
hunting licenses is fixed at $15, and 
the penalty for hunting without a 
licence is increased from $10 to $50 
Deputy Game Wardens are increased 
from eight to twelve in number. 
The house killed the bill by Mr. 
Broome providing that County Com­ 
missioners be nominated from dis­ 
tricts, hut elected from the county 
at large. It engrossed the bill ap­ 
propriating $500,000 for buildings at 
the Vinita Insane Asylum, passed the 
Vandeventer resolution urging con­ 
gress to enact the Canadian recipro­ 
city agreement, but declined to agree 
to the senate’s amendment to a house 
bill making chicken stealing a fel­ 
ony.

There were 
but three vote® against the resolution 
in the senate when Senator Stewart 
called it up for Action today, they be­ 
ing senators Sorrels, Franklin and 
Roddie. The Hugo Senator placed the 
matter on a personal basis, telling 
the senate that his district had been 
euchered out of a state institution 
while he was sick two years ago, and 
that Hugo was particularly interest­ 
ed for it would permit the building 
of a road from that town to Atoka 
to connect with the Missouri, Kan­ 
sas and Texas at th,? latter point.

A born leader of men he com­ 
manded their confidence m whatever 
he undertook. Few men ever faced 
greater odds than he and none ever 
met them more successfully. Wheth­ 
er on the field of battle, organizing 
and m aintaining government in the 
wilderness of Texas, or in the halls 
of Congress, Houston had the most 
consummate wisdom. When secession 
was threatened he was one of the 
few men in public life who foresaw 
the ultim ate disaster that must In­ 
evitably 
follow, 
but 
the 
clamor 
drowned out his voice and the result 
was as he had foreseen. 
The writers of most of our histor­ 
ies lived in New England, and natur­ 
ally they have been inclined to mag­ 
nify the exploits of men whom they 
knew' best, but as the vision of the 
next generation of historians broad­ 
ens, and the w riters awaken to the 
fact that New England is not the en­ 
tire United States, Houston will come 
into his own and will stand next to 
Washington as a general and far 
above hjm as a constructive states­ 
man.
